1 . The Preliminary Amendment filed by Applicants on March 7, 2001 has been 
received and entered.

3. Claims 1-150 have been canceled. 
New claims 151-188 have been added.

5. Claims 151-188 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 151-188, it is not clear what the first operation code is, and how the first 
operation code is sampled.
